Please be advised law enforcement officers may be seen patrolling the community and will respond to 

service calls via “911” or direct calls to our dispatch center at 775-757-3624. 
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The mission of the Office of Justice Services (OJS) is to uphold Tribal sovereignty and provide for the safety 

of Indian communities by ensuring the protection of life and property, enforcing laws, maintaining justice 

and order, and by ensuring that sentenced American Indian offenders are confined in safe, secure, and 

humane environments.  Ensuring public safety and justice is arguably the most fundamental of government 

services provided in Tribal communities. 
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
